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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

This office action is in response to amendment filed on 5/26/09. Of the 
previously presented claims 15-23, 26, and 27; claims 15, 16, 20, 21, 26, and 27 have 
been amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 5-23, 26, and 27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention of the present application pertains to reset procedures of 

retransmission protocols in mobile communications systems. With respect to the 
claimed invention the novelty lies in method of performing protocol reset 
synchronization wherein each buffer in the mobile terminal (soft and reordering) and the 
priority queue in the base station is used by more than one RLC procedure. Then when 
a RLC reset occurs for a particular RLC procedure, the MAC PDUs associated with the 
RLC procedure is flushed while the other RLC procedures used by the buffers and 
priortiy queue are not flushed. The claim also requires a MAC PDU with particular fields 
for the reset. 

Therefore Applicant's independent claims comprise a particular combination of 
elements neither taught nor suggested by the prior art. Accordingly, Applicant's claims 
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are allowed for the reasons and for the reasons recited by the Applicant in the 
amendment filed on 5/26/09. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Kuo (2003/0095519) - Kuo teaches that when an unexpected data interruption 
occurs (reset), SDUs are discarded for RLC entities (paragraph 32), but does not teach 
that specific buffers in the mobile terminal and a priority queue in the base station are 
associated with a plurality of RLC procedures and that when a RLC reset occurs for a 
particular RLC procedure, the MAC PDUs associated with the RLC procedure is flushed 
while the other RLC procedures used by the buffers and priortiy queue are not flushed. 

Wu (US 2003/0206534) - Wu teaches an RLC reset procedure used to reset 
RLC peer entities, which are operating in an acknowledged mode (paragraph 22), but 
does not teach that specific buffers in the mobile terminal and a priority queue in the 
base station are associated with a plurality of RLC procedures and that when a RLC 
reset occurs for a particular RLC procedure, the MAC PDUs associated with the RLC 
procedure is flushed while the other RLC procedures used by the buffers and priortiy 
queue are not flushed.
